1 . The Quayle Action mailed on 02/02/06 has been vacated in view of the Petition 
under 37CFR 1 .1 37(b) of 06/05/06. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
of record taken alone and in combination does not disclose "a method for imaging 
anisotropic media comprising "calculating an acoustic wave velocity at the selected 
points and determining an acoustic path length based on each selected point in the 
anisotropic media and the receiver position, determining a time delay for each acoustic 
wave between each selected point and the receiver position on the surface of the 
anisotropic media, calculating a sum for each selected point based on the acoustic 
wave velocities, the acoustic path lengths and the time delays', and generating an 
image of the anisotropic media using the sums generated for each selected point" as 
recited in claim 1 . These limitations are neither taught nor made obvious by the prior art 
of record.
